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THE GILCHRIST COLLECTION OF ENGLISH 
LUSTRED AND OTHER WARES 



Of late years the collectors of English Lustred Ware have materi- 
ally increased in number, but it is seldom that one meets with a 
gathering as large as that which Mr. Robert Gilchrist has 
brought together which practically relies for its chief interest on 
its lustred ware alone. And yet there are many to whom these 
beautiful products of the English potter of a hundred years ago 
largely appeal. 

The history of lustred ware is a long and curious one, for if 
it be traced to its inception it leads to the kilns of the Persians, 
the Hispano-Mauresques and to those of the Renaissance Italians. 
It was not, however, until the close of the eighteenth and the be- 
ginning of the nineteenth centuries that the English produced 
it in large enough quantities to affect the whole civilized world 
with whom, at that date, they dealt. The earliest English product 
into which lustre, in this case that of copper, entered, was, accord- 
ing to writers on the subject, made by Richard Frank at Burling- 
ton, near Bristol, in the last quarter of the eighteenth century. 
It took some years, and the century was well within sight of its 
ending before lustred ware for general domestic use was made in 
any quantities, and, as usual, Staffordshire, in this respect, held 
the lead. Still later the so-called "Resist" ware was found to be 
so effective in its decorative qualities that it took the place of 
pre-eminence over all other lustred wares. Practically there was 
only one "Resist" ware made, and that was the well-known Silver 
Resist. The manner of its making was simple in the extreme. 
That part of the design which it was intended should be patterned 
in white was painted over with a solution of treacle ; the whole 
vessel was then coated with the lustre work and left to dry. After- 
ward it was immersed in water, which dissolved away the part 
painted with treacle, which had resisted the lustre, thereby form- 
ing the pattern. In both solid silver and silver resist lustre Mr. 
Gilchrist's collection will be found unusually rich. He has . also 
collected, with much discrimination, examples of the purple, pink 



and golden lustres produced by the use of salts of gold and other 
metals, while he has not failed to acquire some typical pieces of 
that old Wedgwood ware which was proof of "old Josiah's" sur- 
passing skill as a potter. 

In two respects, chiefly, has he departed from his affection 
for Lustred Ware. Thus he has gathered together an interesting 
and characteristic showing of old Whieldon and Salt Glazed 
wares, and in both of these respects he is to be congratulated. 
Future generations will probably do full justice to Thomas Whiel- 
don, the most skilful and noted potter of his day until Josiah 
Wedgwood, his assistant and eventually his rival, outdistanced 
him. To Whieldon we owe those cauliflower, marble and agate 
wares which were not only triumphs of the Potter's Art, but 
evinced the maker's mastery over the application of colored glazes. 
Salt Glazed ware, which was coated by the volatilizing of common 
salt in the kiln, was one of the near approaches of the English to 
porcelain, and from the delicacy and fineness of its relief decora- 
tion holds a marvelous appeal to the genuine collector. 

I may say, in conclusion, that the Gilchrist Collection is quite 
remarkable for the well-nigh perfect condition of every piece which 
therein finds a place and that it is, from many points of view, 
the best collection of English lustred ware which I have ever 
catalogued.

Delivery of any purchase will be made only at the American 
Art Galleries, or other place of sale, as the case may be, and only 
on presenting the bill of purchase. 

Delivery may be made, at the discretion of the Association, 
of any purchase during the session of the sale at which it was sold. 



5. Shipping, boxing or wrapping of purchases is a business 
in which the Association is in no wise engaged, and will not be 
performed by the Association for purchasers. The Association 
will, however, afford to purchasers every facility for employing 
at current and reasonable rates carriers and packers ; doing so, 
however, without any assumption of responsibility on its part 
for the acts and charges of the parties engaged for such service. 

6. Storage of any purchase shall be at the sole risk of the 
purchaser. Title passes upon the fall of the auctioneer's hammer, 
and thereafter, while the Association will exercise due caution in 
caring for and delivering such purchase, it will not hold itself 
responsible if such purchase be lost, stolen, damaged or destroyed.
